guests are also a part of the scene. 
Our plantings must help create the 
environment of the past, or the 
future, or of fantasy and, in 
themselves, add extra visual 
pleasure for our guests.” 

Jim explains that both the color 
and texture of plants are what con- 
stitute their particular theme. “In 
Fantasyland, we use a lot of pinks, 
purples and whites, and foliage 
that is lacy and soft. In Tomor- 
rowland, we try to use bright col- 
ors, and more contemporary 
designs and color combinations. 

“Early American types of 
flowers, such as daisies and old- 
fashioned mixed gardens, are used 
in Frontierland, and flowers that 
might have been grown in the early 
1900’s in England are used in 
flower boxes along Victorian Main 
Street, U.S.A. And of course, 
tropical plants are used in Adven- 
tureland and at the Polynesian 
Village Resort Hotel!’ (Some of 
these include the orange-red 
blossomed, South African coral

In his proposal for Walt Disney 
World, Walt Disney called for land- 
scaping in an endless variety of 
form and color; landscaping that 
would serve as a living backdrop 
for adventure and recreation. 

As a part of this “outdoor stage!’ 
close to 1,000 different species of 
plant material from all over the 
world are used in the Magic 
Kingdom theme park, the four Walt 
Disney World resorts, and the City 
of Lake Buena Vista. And each year 
nearly 800,000 annuals are planted, 
including ginger lilies, giant bird of 
paradise plants, honeysuckle, 
hibiscus, blue passion flowers, 
yellow cassias, wild purple 
bougainvillea and an array of pan- 
sies, just to name a few. 

“Our trees, shrubs and con- 
tinually blooming flowers are a 
most important part of the total 
scene!’ says landscape superinten- 
dent Jim Ellis. “We are constantly 
aware that we are designing 
backdrops for some of the world’s 
largest and busiest ‘stages’ where 
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tree (Erythrina caffra), stands of 
bamboo which grow 30 to 40 feet 
high in a year, banana trees, 
elephant ears, castor beans, 
jacarandas and African papyrus.) 

One of the most interesting 
plant forms in Walt Disney World is 
the topiary tree: living plants 
fashioned into the shapes of 
animals and complex geometric 
figures. Although topiary garden- 
ing still can be seen today in the 
gardens of Europe, it is rarely 
found in the United States. 
Perhaps that is why visitors to the 
Vacation Kingdom are particularly 
intrigued by the more than 40 
figures of green that grace the 
gardens of the Magic Kingdom and 
other areas of Walt Disney World. 

The topiary animals take about 
three years to grow and shape and 
are created from juniper, golden 
thuja, boxwood, and yew trees. 
With careful maintenance, the 
plants have a life expectancy of 
10-15 years. 

As you would imagine, maintain- 
ing the 27,400 acres of Walt Disney 
World property is quite a large task. 
A landscaping crew of 115 is kept 
busy year-round; in the summer it 
takes 15 people working full time 
to maintain the lawn-mowing on 
just the perimeter of the property. 

The quality standards set by the 
landscaping crew are impressive. 
For example, they always try to 
have colorful, blooming flowers all 
year long, and they pull up flower 
beds at the first sign of any wilting 
and replace the bed within the next 
day. They even provide spot 
heaters for the tropical plants dur- 
ing the cooler months. 

The landscaping crew’s job ac- 
tually began six years ago before 
the theme park opened, when the 
Walt Disney World Horticultural 
Research Center was set up. At 
that time, as many as 55,000 trees 
and shrubs were temporarily 
located on the property. 

Continuous testing showed the 
horticultural team which plants, 
trees, ferns, vines, flowers and 
even grasses were best suited to 


the soil and climate of Central 
Florida. The most desirable 
species were planted, and then 
later transported to the Magic 
Kingdom and the resort hotels. 

The transplanting operation took 
an entire year and required a 
tremendous amount of imagina- 
tion and innovation. For instance, a 
way to move particularly large 
trees like the 32-ton, 75-year-old 
Liberty Oak destined for the Liber- 
ty Square area had to be devised. 
Bill Evans, the original landscape 
architect for Walt Disney World, 
solved the problem by inventing 
the boring method (since wrapping 
a cable around the trunk of a tree 
the size of the Liberty Oak would 
very likely kill it.) 

After months of meticulous 
pruning branches and roots, a 
small hole was drilled through the 
huge trunk. A steel bar was fitted 
into the hole and with a crane and 


giant earth mover, the tree was 
gently lifted and moved to its new 
home. 

Another example of the innova- 
tion used in landscaping Walt 
Disney World is the pot-plant 
system. Underneath the Main 
Street, U.S.A. area of the Magic 
Kingdom is one of the nation’s 
largest basements. Roots of the 
large trees planted along Main 
Street would have helplessly 
dangled there unless the pot-plant 
system had been devised. The 
3x4x5-foot-deep pots contain the 
trees’ roots and have their own 
watering, feeding and drainage 
works built into the basement ceil- 
ing. 

There are many landscaping 
wonders above and below the 
ground at Walt Disney World, and 
as Jim Ellis says, “Landscaping 
adds the finishing touches — it’s 
the frosting on the cake!’ V 
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Or did it? Not really, but for several 
hours one balmy evening last 
November, it seemed that way. 
Another unbelievable sight was 
that of Mickey and Minnie ice 
skating hand-in-hand on Main Street! 

It was all part of a scene from 
Christmas at Disneyland, a 
television special presented on 
ABC-TV. The holiday feature 
starred Art Carney as a 
"Scroogalous" old man, with guest 


appearances by Sandy Duncan 
and Glen Campbell. Included in this 
talented lineup were the Kids of 
the Kingdom and Disney characters. 

In order to transform a portion of 
Main Street into a wintry stage 
setting, a shiny "ice rink" was con- 
structed from jigsaw-like plastic 
tiles. On the sidewalk, mounds of 
"snow" (a sprayed foam solution) 
appeared as if by magic. And to 
complete the picture, plastic chips 


scattered before a swirling theatrical 
wind fan, created a dazzling, minia- 
ture snowfall. Patterns of snow 
flurries danced and sparkled in the 
reflecting lights of the giant Christ- 
mas tree— transforming the Park 
into a winter wonderland. 

Meanwhile, back at the ice rink, 
Mickey and Minnie laced up their 
skates for their big production 
number— on the night it snowed at 
Disneyland! V 




Mickey is fun to draw, and easy, too, because 
he is drawn almost entirely with circles. Let's start 
with a circle for the head. Draw two fat ovals for 
the ears. Place them on the head-circle like the 
diagram shows.

IN 1849, California's early miners, who 
mistakenly believed that gold originated 
in mountain streams, were pouring over 
the passes in hordes to lay claim to the 
bonanza of precious metal. In Crass 
Valley, they discovered it buried beneath 
them in solid rock, and vertical depths of 
3,500 feet were reached in their frantic 
mining operations. Under the most 
adverse of conditions, such as the bitter 
cold of winter described elsewhere on 
this page, miners struggled by candlelight 
and with mule power to relieve the 
generous veins of their hidden fortunes. 
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All this, by way of introduction, is in 
sharp contrast to the warmth and sparkle 
emitted from the enchantments of La 
Boutique d'Or. As its name implies, this 
tiny gold shop in New Orleans Square 
features gold-plated and gold leaf gifts 
from gadgets to fancy goblets. Since its 
opening in May, 1974, this intriguing shop 
has beckoned shoppers to browse 
through dazzling displays of delicate 
imported music boxes (featuring themes 
from "Love Story" and "Romeo and Juliet"); 
picture frames; miniatures; charms; 
pendants and other uncommon jewelry. 


For the person who has everything, 
there's even a gold (plated) spike. And 
there are handcrafted purses, 24 kt. gold- 
ornamented mirrors and candy and soap 
dishes. The antique display cabinets and 
sparkling chandeliers are also for sale. 

Imports from France, England, Italy, 
Germany, Japan and Austria can be found 
here. And who knows- maybe, just 
maybe, a tiny nugget mined in them thar 
hills of northern California may have 
found its way into a bauble or gift at 
La Boutique d'Or. V 
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T here's a new exciting sound 
in Disneyland today.. .and it's 
not the lingering echo of the 
Park's summer fireworks. To expe- 
rience Disneyland is to experience 
the stirring sound of its colorful 
band -20 versatile virtuosos whose 
combined efforts contribute to a 
music festival atmosphere through- 
out the Park. 

Under the expert direction of 
Stanford (Stan) Freese, the band 
features its own special kind of 
music.. .from ragtime to contem- 
porary and from the Beatles' tunes 
to the sweet nostalgia of Harry 
James and Glenn Miller. 

The band begins its daily 
schedule with an old-fashioned 
"concert in the park" in Town 
Square, with memorable marches, 


refreshing ragtime and delightful 
Dixie. Following that, the ensemble 
marches through the "lands" with 
perhaps a stop on the Mark Twain 
and themed music indicative of 
the riverboat era. 

The band then disbands into 
costumed sub-groups: the lively 
Town Band on Town Square; the 
Keystone Kop look of the Saxo- 
phone Quartet on Main Street; the 
Polka Band near the Matterhorn; 
and the Strawhatters playing Dixie- 
land at Plaza Gardens. 

Then comes the favorite musical 
event of the day according to many 
fans. ..the one-o'clock concert in 
canopied Plaza Gardens. Here, 
each musician showcases his ver- 
satility by doubling, sometimes 
tripling or quadrupling on various 


instruments. This vigorous and 
highly talented group builds to the 
roaring tempo of "Get It On" and 
lets down softly to the syncopated 
rhythms of Scott Joplin's "The En- 
tertainerf' From popular showtunes, 
they may switch to foot-tapping 
Basie or Ellington with a big band 
explosive sound that brings the 
audience to its feet in standing 
ovation. And of course, happy 
Disney music, familiar to all, is 
highlighted at some time during 
the varied program. 

When Disneyland opened in 
1955, the original band was organ- 
ized and directed by Vesey Walker. 
Over the past three years, the man 
who has skillfully directed the Park's 
band, and at the same time intro- 
duced its new dimension in sound, 
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is University of Minnesota graduate 
Stan Freese. Stan, who began his 
musical career at the ripe old age 
of nine, has travelled nationally and 
on a 29-concert tour of the Soviet 
Union as a tuba soloist, of which 
there are few. After hearing Stan's 
command performance at the 
White House, the President of the 
United States stated, "Stan plays 
the tuba like I didn't think even 
the trumpet could be played." In 
1971, Stan directed the band that 
opened Walt Disney World. Now, 
at Disneyland, Stan has an easy 
rapport with the crowds at Plaza 
Gardens and, reminiscent of Pro- 
fessor Harold Hill in "The Music 
Man," he just naturally inspires 
laughing children to join the band's 
parade down Main Street for its 


final performance of the day, the 
Retreat Ceremony at the flagpole. 

The collective past experience 
of the men in the Disneyland Band 
reads like a "Who's Who" of the 
Big Dance Band era when members 
performed with the likes of Tex 
Beneke, Horace Heidt, Harry James, 
Tommy and Jimmy Dorsey, Spike 
Jones, Louie Bellson, Lawrence 
Welk and Ralph Flanagan. Daniel 
Cerilly (trombone, baritone) and 
George Richter (percussion) are 
not unfamiliar with the classics- 
having been part of the famed 
Pittsburgh and New Orleans Sym- 
phony orchestras respectively. 
Eddie Erickson, whose hobby is 
buying, selling or trading instru- 
ments and sports cars, is a triple- 
threat artist with a trumpet, guitar 


and inventive banjo. Kenneth 
Whitcomb (woodwinds), respon- 
sible for most of the group's con- 
temporary arrangements, was for 
many years the chief arranger and 
assistant Band Master at West Point 
Military Academy. Others -George 
Smith, Arthur Gault and Robert 
Armstrong, woodwind specialists, 
have been on the musical staffs of 
major movie studios including 
Disney, Universal and Columbia 
Pictures. 

So let's give a great big hand to 
the musicians of the Disneyland 
Band. There's an unspoken mes- 
sage of joy that comes with every 
Disneyland experience. ..and these 
bandsmen are saying it with music 
all day long. V

Exciting musical groups, featuring 
rock to country to western, are also a 
part of the fun during these special 
parties. Past entertainers have included 
the popular Blood, Sweat and Tears, the 
Manhattans and Judy Lynn. This year's 
lineup of entertainers promises to be 
just as exciting. 

Additionally, the Electrical Water 
Pageant, a colorful patriotic procession 
of stars and stripes and creatures from 
the deep, floats by the Magic Kingdom 
each evening on the Seven Seas Lagoon 
and Bay Lake.

A pageant of American history, 
styles, and culture has passed up 
and down the Mississippi River. 
But, of all the watercraft that have 
cruised 01’ Man River, none have 
caught the imagination and the 
spirit of the American people like 
the stern-wheel steamboats of the 
late 1800’s. 

And soon that most romantic 
style of travel and luxurious dining 
will be gracing the banks of the 
Buena Vista Lagoon in Lake Buena 
Vista, the Host Community to Walt 
Disney World. 

The “Empress Lilly’’ a re- 


created, three-decked Mississippi 
River stern-wheeler, is scheduled 
to be “launched” this spring. A 
gala, private christening ceremony 
will be attended by Lillian Disney 
Truyens (Walt Disney’s widow) for 
whom the riverboat is named. 

The luxury paddle-wheeler will 
be the focal point of the Lake 
Buena Vista Shopping Village, and 
will offer visitors a variety of dining 
experiences amid sumptuous sur- 
roundings. Guests looking across 
the lagoon will see a large ship 
with sparkling lights and a huge,

22- by 36-foot, churning paddle 
wheel. 

Three restaurants, open for 
lunch and dinner, a Dixieland show 
lounge plus a banquet room and 
four cocktail areas, open for lunch 
and dinner, will be housed in the 
vessel. 

On the main deck bow, a jazzy, 
good-time bar seating 200 has 
been planned with Dixieland fun in 
mind. The Baton Rouge Lounge 
will feature a sunken bar, stained 
glass windows behind a platform 
stage, gleaming brass light fix- 
tures and a lively red interior with 
heavy uses of bentwood and dark, 


African mahogany. With the addi- 
tion of an authentic Dixieland jazz 
band, this turn-of-the-century show 
bar will be the liveliest nightspot 
this side of the 01’ Mississip! 

On the main deck’s stern, the 
Steerman’s Quarters will feature 
the finest western beef and 
seaman’s ale.

The Empress Lilly, designed by 
WED East (the master-planning, 
research and development arm of 
the Disney organization), is an 
authentic reproduction of the 
earlier steam crafts such as the 
Robert E. Lee and the Natchez, that 
negotiated the waters of the 
Mississippi. 

Thorough research and attention 
to detail, such as four-foot 
balconies circling each deck with 
gingerbread railings, two 84-foot 
smoke stacks, special made-to- 
order china, and an 1896- inscribed, 
nickel and brass bell that can be 
heard for 20 miles around, add to 
the realistic atmosphere of the 
riverboat.
